short tw ilight one bears soft music, as 
if it were the notes of a violin, insist­ 
ent, changing, sweet.

The 
white tnen. the Spaniards, came In 
numbers, and With them the hostile 
w arriors of other tribes, to make w ar 
and to drive the Pascagoulas out of the 
country, c oming from the inland, the 
enemy took aw ay all chance of fight 
and hedged them in ou the point. The 
Pascagoulas 
fought 
for 
days 
and 
nights in the dark pine woods against 
outnum bering foes. 
Then they saw 
that all was useless, that they could 
not overcome, and starvation start'd 
1 them in the face. 
The Pascagoulas called a council 01 
the tribe and talked long together. To 
give themselves up 
m eant lives of 
slavery or death, and to fight to the 
last m an was to leave the women and 
i children to tin* mercy of the white 
men and their allies. 
The next morning the Pascagoulas 
put on all their paint and trappings 
and burned their wigwams. The men 
women and children slowly, deliber­ 
ately. 
unflinchingly backed 
step 
by 
step into the w ater behind them, sing 
lag. Not one faltered. They died with 
their 
face- 
toward 
their 
enemies, 
brave and free, and now in the even 
ing when the wind blows over the 
marshes the pint's ami grasses sing 
the 
song of the 
Pascagoulas.—New

Duluth, Sept. 15.—While format fires 
are still raging along the north shore, 
it is believed they have passed the 
danger point so far as the threatened 
destruction of villages is concerned. 
Hundreds 
of 
thousands of dollars’ 
worth of good timber is being de­ 
stroyed, however. 
Grand Marais, Chicago Bay, Hove- 
land, Big Bay, Pigeon River and other 
■mailer settlem ents immediately along 
the shore are thought to be safe. 
The 
situation on the Mesaba range is also 
greatly Improved and the flames in 
that territory have now reached a 
stage where they are no longer con­ 
sidered dangerous 
to the different 
towns. 
Under orders from General C. G. 
Andrews, 
state 
fire warden, 
Chief 
John T. Black of the local fire depart­ 
ment sent forty men to the scene of 
the worst forest fires above Grand 
Marais on board the Booth line steam ­ 
er America. 
They were hired through 
the state free employment bureau. 
The men were placed under the direc­ 
tion of Secretary Wilson of the local 
fire department. 
Although the settle­ 
ments are no longer in immediate dan­ 
ger there will be plenty of work for 
these men, for it will be their purpose 
to save as much timber from destruc­ 
tion as possible. 


Rain Sadly Needed. 
According 
to 
the 
United 
States 
weather bureau reports, rain for the 
Northern and Central portion of the 
United States may be expected before 
the close of the present week. 
A hard downpour would put an end 
to the flames. 
The refugees picked up at different 
points along the shore and taken to 
Grand Marais have been returned to 
their homes by the Gopher, an indica­ 
tion that all Is now considered safe 
in that district. 
The homes and possessions of the 
settlers back of Grand Marais were 
destroyed by forest fires last Friday, 
according to advices received from the 
steamer America. 
The fires on Isle 
Royale have subsided and the dam ­ 
age there is said to be less than at 
first reported. 
Joseph Nevins, a timber cruiser, 
said the fires w ere confined almost 
•ntlrely to the shore districts and that 
further back In the forests damages 
were not very extensive. 
A special to the News-Trlbune says: 
“The main fire is now directly back 
of Grand 
Marais, driven before 
a 
strong northeast breeze. 
If the wind 
holds in this direction for another 
twelve hours the town will be s a f e . 
If it swings to the northwest nothing 
can save the town. 
The members of 
the Gopher’s crew' are working like 
| demons. 
Flesh 
and 
blood 
cannot 
stand the strain much longer. 
Many 
are badly 
burned. 
The men 
have 
been working six hours on and six 
hours off. 
They often come back so 
exhausted that they have to be helped 
on board the ship.” 


Colonel Stewart W ill Not Be Allowed 
to Make Test, 
Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 15.—A dis­ 
patch from Fort Huachuca says: 
Ordered back into exile at Fort 
Grant, Colonel William F. Stewart will 
not be allowed to make the ninety-mile 
test recently prescribed for him by 
the war department. 
No reason has 
been assigned for the changed plans. 
A terse order mailed from the head­ 
quarters of General Thomas at Den­ 
ver Sept. 12 has been received, com­ 
manding the colonel to immediately 
report for 
duty at Fort Grant, the 
lonely post to which he was sent a 
year ago. When seen Colonel Stewart 
admitted that he had been ordered to 
return to Fort Grant without taking 
the test. 
He said he would take the 
train from here and go 
to Wilcox, 
Ariz., where he will be 
met by his 
companions in exile, a colored cook 
and William Nail, a civilian, who will 
drive him back to his post. 
Colonel Stewart, it is declared, will 
resist retirement. 
He insists that he 
can prove himself fit for service if 
given a courtmartial, and that he will 
never surrender until he is given a 
hearing.

A point reaches out into the gulf 
near the mouth of the Pascagoula riv­ 
er. The pine trees on it come almost 
to the water’s edge. and between lies 
Ii strip of white sand; across a marsh, 
a border of light green swaying and 
rustling grasses aud beyond a gray 
cypress swamp the hanging moss of 
the trees swaying iii the wind. To the 
south the blue waters of the gulf 
stretch away, with little waves lap­ 
ping on the chalk white clam shells 
of the shore. 
There in the evening during the 
short twilight one hears soft music, as 
if It were the notes of a violin, insist­ 
ent, changing, sweet. It is the song of 
the Pascagoulas. 
Long years before the Pascagoula 
Indians had lived upon this point. The 
white men. the Spaniards, came in 
numbers, and with them the hostile 
warriors of other tribes, to make war 
and to drive the Pascagoulas out of the 
country. Coming from the inland, the 
enemy took away all chance of fight 
and hedged them in on the point. The

uot overcome, and starvation stared 
them in tile face. 
The Pascagoulas called a council of 
the tribe and talked long together.

Professor Wager Finds Outer Skins of 
Leaves Are Lenses. 
Having heard the other day Presi­ 
dent Francis Darwin's contention that 
plants think, the British Scientific as­ 
sociation while in session at Dublin 
listened to a claim of their ability to 
see. Tilt* lecturer was Professor Harold 
W. T. Wager, who showed that the 
outer skins of many leaves are In real­ 
ity lenses which might be compared 
with the corneal facets of the com­ 
pound eyes of Insects and are equally 
capable of forming clear images of 
surrounding objects. 
This Is especially so with leaves 
grown In the shade, and the lenses are 
so perfect and focus the light falling 
thereon so carefully that photographs 
may be taken thereby. Professor Wa­ 
ger has taken many such photographs 
and showed specimens to the audience. 
These included well defined reproduc­ 
tions of portraits of Darwin and Hux­ 
ley, direct photographs of persons, 
landscapes, houses and even simple 
color photographs by the “Lunlere" 
process. 
In every rase tin* good use of these 
lenses i<> plants, the lecturer said, was 
to promote the more effective distribu­ 
tion of light upon w hich the green sub­ 
stance of plants depends for food. 
Kays focused on an interior leaf wa n 
carried to the plant’s brain, enabling ll 
to modify the movement - of the leaves 
IK* did not suggest that the plants can 
recognize tilings around them, but they 
see w here to turn the leaves so as to 
got tin* maximum light, their move­ 
ments 
being almost 
Identical with 
those of animals. 


Dugmore Will Go Into A f r i c a n Wilds 
With His C a m e ra . 
A. Kade.lyffe Dugmore, a well known 
Outdoor photographer, will leave New’ 
York some time in December or Janu­ 
ary for British Fast Africa for the pur­ 
pose of taking photographs of big game 
in their native state. 
Mr. Dugmore 
desired to go w ith Pre idcnt Roosevelt 
is his regular photographer, hut, tile 
president having informed him that 
Kermit Roosevelt would take all tin* 
photographs for their expedition, he de 
cided to go by himself. 
Among the pictures which Mr. Dug- 
m e r e intends to take will be some by 
the new I.uiniere coloring process. 
His camera weighs fourteen pounds, 
! stripped, for lie does not believe, as do 
some photographers who venture Into 
di fllctil t country, in sacrificing effi­ 
ciency to weight. It will be especially 
suited to tropical climates and will 
have duplicate parts in case of break­ 
age. 
The animals which Mr. Dugmore es­ 
pecially desires to photograph are the 
zebra, the gnu and tho rhinoceros. The 
only man to venture Into Africa recent­ 
ly who obtained good photographs of 
big game was Schilling, and he was 
first a hunter and next a photographer. 
For Instance, when he ran across a 
large herd of wild elephants he con­ 
tented himself with a photograph from 
a considerable distance and then closed 
In on the herd for shooting purposes. 
Mr. Dugmore will do no shooting un­ 
less put on the defensive. 
Mr. Dugmore came to the United 
States ten years ago from the West 
Indies. 
He is an Englishman, tile son 
of a captain in the British army and a 
grandnephew of Lord Brougham. For 
the last ten years his pictures have 
been appearing In American period­ 
icals. 
He was the first man to photo­ 
graph fish in the water. 
One of his 
specialties is the photographing of 
birds, of which he has taken 10,000 
pictures. 
Among other schemes he has for ob­ 
taining his pictures In east Africa 
Is that of having the animals photo­ 
graph themselves. 
This he has al­ 
ready tried successfully w’itli caribou 
and similar big game. 
For the pur­ 
pose a string is attached to the flash­ 
light apparatus and one end fixed at 
a spring or some other haunt of the 
animals In such a way that they w’ili 
step on it, set off the apparatus aud 
take the picture. 
Photographs taken 
In this way are particularly valuable 
owing to the vivid expression which 
usually appears on the faces of the 
animals.

Portland, Me., Sept. 15.—The Repub­ 
licans carried Maine by about 8,000 
plurality, as against 26,816 in the last 
presidential year, and 8,064 in 1906. 
Returns from 468 out of 519 cities, 
towns and plantations in the state 
gave for governor: Bert M. Fernald 
of Poland, Rep., 72.117; Obadiah Gard­ 
ner of Rockland, Dem., 64,993. 
In 1904 the same places gave 74,419 
for Governor Cobb, Rep., and 49.141 
for Davis, Dem. 
The two parties split even in the 
twenty cities, each capturing ten. The 
voting w’as particularly heavy in the 
rural districts, where the Democrats, 
largely through the popularity of Mr. 
Gardner among the farmers, made 
great gains. 
The result, which was much closer 
than any of the Republican leaders 
had anticipated, showed not only the 
warmth of the contest, but the popu­ 
larity of Mr. Gardner throughout the 
state. 
The Republicans were on the defen­ 
sive throughout the campaign, seeking 
to hold the state by the usual plu­ 
rality by answering the various Dem­ 
ocratic arguments, which were mainly 
for resubmission of the prohibitory 
law, taxation of the wild lands, and 
reform In administrative methods. But 
little was said of national Issues, al­ 
though the Republicans through out­ 
side speakers sought at various points 
to bring such subjects to the atten­ 
tion of the people. 
The Democrats gained over four 
years ago In nearly every county and 
olty, although some of the municipali­ 
ties which went Democratic two years 
ago returned to the Republican fold, 
notably 
Auburn,

land. 
Every effort was made by the com­ 
pliers of the votes to send in the re­ 
turns for governor, so that the result 
In the four congressional districts was 
not definitely known until late.
